1. DCM CALLED ON ROLAND TIMERBAYEV, DEPUTY CHIEF OF THE 
MFA'S INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION, ON AUGUST 5 
TO CONVEY THE U.S. POSITION SET FORTH IN PARA 2 OF REFTEL A, 
ON THE PAKISTANI LTBT NOTE, 

2. TIMERBAYEV EXPRESSED GRATITUDE FOR THE CLEAR-CUT 
STATEMENT OF THE U.S. POSITION. HE SAID THAT THE SOVIETS 
HAVE NOT YET DEVELOPED A POSITION BUT WOULD BE HELPED 
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PROBLEMS WITH THE PAKISTANI REQUEST BECAUSE (A) PALISTAN 
IS NOT A PARTY TO THE LTBT AND THEREFORE COULD NOT 
LOGICALLY EXPECT TO MAKE USE OF THE MACHINERY FOR ITS 
COMPLAINT, AND (B) THE PALISTANI NOTE DOES NOT APPEAR 
TO FAT ,T .WITHIN THE CATEGORY OF "OTHER DOCUMENTS" 

WHICH MAY BE CIRCULATED UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF PARAGRAPH 
5 OF ARTICLE 3 OF THE TREATY. TIMERBAYEV CLOSED BY 
SAYING THAT THE SOVIETS WERE "CLOSE” TO OUR POSITION AND 
APPRECIATED BEING INFORMED. DCM ASKED TIMERBAYEV TO 
INFORM EMBASSY WHEN SOVIET RESPONSE TO PAKISTANI NOTE FINALLY 
DETERMINED. (AT NO TIME DID TIMERBAYEV RAISE POSSIBILITY OF 
JOINT APPROACH TO GOP.) 
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
